Recognition Is Sought for the de 
Facto Governments . 

Paris. — The Russian committee in 
Paris submitted to the peace confer- 
ence a communication signed by Ser- 
gius Sazonoff, foreign minister of the 
Omsk government; Prince Lvoff, for- 
mer premier; Nicholas Tschaikovsky, 
president of the provisional govern- 
ment of North Russia; and Basile 
Maklakoff, ambassador to France, 
The communication asked the peace 
conference to adopt resolutions de- 
claring all questions concerning the 
boundaries of Russia, as they exist- 
ed in 1914, excepting Poland, shall 
not be decided without the consent 
of the Russian people. 

The communication also..cequests 
that resolutions rélating to the status 
of nationalities situated within Rus- 
sia shall not be decided without the 
approval of the Russian peoples, The 
committce asks that the peace con- 
ference assist the various nationali- 
ties to organize anarchy by providing 
a provisional regime to meet financial, 
economic and military needs, For 
this purpose recognition is sought for 
the de facto governments which the 
committee says have been inspired by 
democratic principles and supporteé 
by their populations. 


May Lift Financial Blockade 


Neutral Money Markets Will Be 
Opened to Germany 

Paris. — The financial blockade 
against Germany is expected to be 
lifted as a result of negotiations go, 
ing on at Brussels. This blocka 
was applied at the same time as the 
commercial blockade, all neutral 
money centres being informed that 
any loans to Germany would result 
in the termination of their financial 
relations with the allies, 

Neutral bankers furnishing funds 
to Germany were similarly black- 
listed, and the result has been to vir- 
tually shut out Germany from the 
money markets of the world, By 
raising the blockade, neutral money 
markets will be opened to Germany 
as a means of obtaining loans for 
payments for food. The Scandina- 
vian countries, particularly Den- 
mark, are said to have such excep- 
tionally large resources that further 
importations of gold have been pro- 
hibited.. These large resources will 
be opened to Germany by the lifting 
of the financial blockade. 


British Air Achievements 

London, — During the war 8,000 
enemy aeroplanes were shot down by 
the British air forces, while 2,800 
British machines were missing, Brig.- 
Gen, J. E. B. Seeley announced in the 
house of commons, in introducing the 
army’s air estimates of .£66,500,000.

Decree Meets Opposition 

Paris.—A decree forbidding the ex- 
humation of bodies of soldiers killed 
in the war has raised strong opposit- 
ion. A bill has been submitted in par- 
liament which would authorize the 
exhuming of bodics immediately af- 
ter the signing of peace, and also 
grant free transportation to one mem- 
ber of the family of a dead man, in 
order that this member might be pres- 
ent at the exhumation. The bill also

‘Conditions of ‘Soil an and Climate Are 
‘Eminently Favorable 

Farmers generally in Western Can- 
ada have not felt the need of peas as 
a field crop owing to the abundance 
of feed that could be had for the cut- 
ting, but it has been amply demon- 
strated that conditions of soil and 
climate are eminently favorable to 
the successful growth of this crop. 

During the past five years field peas 
have been grown on the government 
experimental farm at Scott, Saskat- 
chewan, A report just published 
shows the average yield per acre 
when grown on’ summerfallow to be 
29.59 -bushels. Wheat has been sown 
on the pea ground each year and the 
average yield per acre (29.53 bushels) 
is almost equal to that obtained when 
wheat has been sown on summer-fal- 
low, wlicreas, the average from the 
second crop of wheat after summer- 
fallow has only amounted to 22.73 
bushels. In other words, an increased 
yield has been secured of 6.80 bush-, 
els per acre by sowing wheat on pea 
land rather thaw on land that had 
previously grown a crop of wheat. 
Judging from the yield of wheat se- 
cured after peas an additional year 
can be added to a rotation of crops 
by using peas in the- rotation. 

, One of the difficulttles put forward 
as a reason why peas are not more 
commonly grown is that of the diffi- 
culty of securing labor for harvest- 
ing. One farmer has overcome this 
difficulty in some degree by harvest- 
ing with an ordinary grain binder, 
when the peas are slightly damp. 
After he has removed as much of the 
peas as he can with the binder, he 
turns in his hogs to harvest the re- 
mainder of the-crop.

Value of the Bull in Building Up a 
Profitable Herd 

At a certain agricultural meeting a 
discussion arose regarding the rela- 
tive value of the bull> A grizzled old 
farmer arose to his feet and said: 
“My experience is that the bull is 
half the herd; yes, and he’s darn 
near all of it if’ he’s a bad one.” 

An admirer of Shorthorns puts it 
this way: A steer of inferior breed- 
ing goes to market weighing 900 lbs. 
and sells for 8c per pound. On the 
same day a stecr of the same age 
sired by a registered Shorthorn bull, 
goes to market weighing 1500 Ibs., 
and sells for 1414c per 1b. The total 
price for the one is $72, for the other 
$217.50, a difference of $145.50, In 
other words, the stecr by the regis- 
tered Shorthorn bull sells for as much 
money as three of the others. It Is 
just possible that a registered Short- 
horn bull is the most profitable in- 
vestment on the farm where beei pro- 
duction is followed.

And this is not all that can be 
done with these irrigated lands, To 
obtain the fullest_revenue would re- 
quire that no roughage be sent from 
the farms as such, but only in the 
form of butter, cheese, beef, mutton 
and pork, The plant food contained 
in alfalfa hay is often worth mo > 
than the money actually received for 
the hay itself, high though it is. If 
only unmanufactured, products were 
sent away this valuable plant food 
would be left on the farm, giving it 
every year increasing fertility, It is 
held that for every acre of irrigable 
land at least one head of cattle, or a 
proportionate number of hogs or 
sheep, can be supported all the year 
round. This fact is beginning to be 
appreciated, and it means that many 
times the number of livestock at pres- 
ent kept can be maintained on these 
irrigable lands. And as the gumber 
of live stock increases, the p erity 
of the country will grow correspond- 
ingly. There are already signs that 
the time is not far distant when the 
irrigable areas of Southern Alberta 
will become the home of the most 
closely settled and most prosperous 
mixed farming and stock raising com- 
munities in the Canadian west, and, 
indeed, one of the most prosperous 


communities on the whole of the

CELERY CULTURE 

Celery is much relished by many 
people and itis desirable that’ the 
methods by which good celery may 
be grown should be generally known 
in Canada, 4 : 

Soil Celery ‘is a moisture-loving 
plant and to have good celery it’ is 
necessary to provide it natnvally or 
artificially with a liberal quantity of 
water during the growing season, A 
soil should, if possible, be chosen 
where'dry weather will not affect the 
celery, as if checked in its growth it 
will not be as good as it would other- 
wise be. The muck soils ave very 
popular for celery growing, as the 


supply of moisture from below is usu- 
ally plentiful and constant, Moreover, 
these soils are easier worked and 
celery can be grown with less expense 
in them. Celery grown in muck soils 
does not keep so well as that grown in 
vich friable sandy lean which, if it 
is sufficiently perhaps the 
best for celery, Not only does celery

also have a liberal amount of available 
plant food, This is obtained by giving 
the soil a top-dressing of 15 to 20° tons 
or more per manure in the 
autumn whichmay be ploughed under 
then if there is danger of leaching, or 
left until spring.
